although ot the Bourbon ‘family, having 


established themcelves as an independent 
and hostile buch, can hardly be consid- 
ered as belonging to the dynasty, and the 
Covent of Chambord, being the last de- 
ecendant of the elder branch, this branch 
will Lecome exiinct at his dob. In view 
of this latter fect negotiations had been 
opened between the Orleanist and Les 
imist members of the French National As- 

cembly without consoling the relative 
bi ucen for the purpose of bringing about 
en undei.\crding between and a uon of 
the two roycl femilies laying claims to the 
thione. The Orlean’sis agreed to accept 
the Count of Chambord as the king, and to 
use e their influence in order to obtuin 


dom against the insidious workings of the | {he crown for him, as well es to procure 


central power. It is a declaration on the 
pet of Kentucky that *ives the country to 


understand that such is our dread of Rad- 


ictlism that we prefer all ede to the bare 
pecsibility of a political domination 
inspired from Weshington. Taking our- 
selves as feir examples of the most Jiberal 
rod advanced wing of the Democratic 
line of battle, and it is found that our 
interior dis ensions amount to little when 
brought frce to dace with the issue which 
divides the two contending parties. We 
did not get, we may as well confess, very 
Fapby in Covernor Leste. He opened fire 
on us earlyin the action, and without 
provoc..tion, end he opened fire allo upon 
his stitgeling colleagues in the North.

We have given 
our fellow-Pemocrats the best guarantee 
we ere able to sive them of our steadfasi 
adheience to the underlying principles and 
pvipo.cs of the great Democratic organi- 
zation.

These conditions had been accepted. and 
therefore a real fusion took plece between 
the two parties, although the concent of the 
princes had not yet been obtained. This 
explains the unexpected aid which the 
Legitimists rendered to the Orleanisis du- 
ring the debates in regard io the revoc:- 


tion of the Geerces of exile of the Orleans 


princes and the velidaiion of the e'cction 
of the Dukes of Aumale and Joinville to 


the National Ascembly. ‘This support of 


the Legitimisis broke the ice completely, 
and ihe Orlean‘st princes, in order to show 
their gia Hude, con.ented to pay ther re- 
spects to the head of the elder branch of 
the family as soon as the latter should 
have reeched the casile of Chambord. The 
Count of Paris was to make the first visit, 
and, by paying homage io his legitimate 
cousin, heal the breach that has existed fo 
the camly for more than foriy ycars, and 


‘hus, by a union of the two parties, over-, 


whelm all opposition and establish once 
more the ancient throne of the CarEeTINs 


in Fiance. 


Lo far ell went well. But the Legiti- 
mists had counted without their host, or 
rather without the Count of Chambord. 
Hardly had the lauter boen informed of the 
arrangement with the Orleans princes than 
he declared that his adherenis iad gone 
too far in promising in his name the adop- 
tion of the tricolor. His fantastical brain in- 
tet proted such a concession as treason 0 
the white banner of Sr. Lovis, and to the 
royal Hiies of France, and as a negation of 
his own right by the gracg of Gop; upon 
which he looks as a sort of infallibility. 
In conscquence he 
which, while it does great honor to his 
seniiments of loyalty and recti.ede, reflects 
but little eredit on his sagacity. He sent 
ir for mal word to the Count of Paris, for 
his dignity does not permit him to cor- 
recpond directly with a rebel“ and 
‘‘vsurper,” that he would do well to defer 
bis visit, as he was on che point of adopt- 
ivo a grave determination, and the result 
of this detcrminaiion, which would soon 
be made public, might ocherwise compro- 
mice bim (che Count of Paz is) in the eyes 
of the pcople. When he had taken this 
step, he was immediately visited in his 
castle at Chambord by a number of the 
most prominent men of both parties, mostly 
members of the National Assembly, among 
whom were such names as DUPANLOUP, 
Bishop of Orleans, the Duke of Roche- 
foucavld, and the Count of Maille. They 
exhorted the Count of Chambord to yield 
in th’s point, as the vast majority of the 
French people and army would refuse to 
change their colors, bui ell their remon- 
stronces were of no avail, the Count of 
Chambord yefusing to adopt the flag of 
lawlessness.” 

Directly after this the manifesto ap- 
peared, and destroyed forever the hopes of 
the Fusionists and Legitimists. Hence- 
forth Henry V. is impossible in France, 
and all the monarchical elements have 
either come to the conclusion to oppose all 
other crown pretenders or to join the Or- 
leanist party. Although the latter has in 
consequence increased somewhat in 
strength, it will hardly be able to cope with 
the different opposing elements, and so all
